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A hard\head foil cap, comprising: 

a. a\head cap; and 

b. a Aluraiity of long narrow slits cut into the head cap such that shanks of 
hair\can be pulled through any such slit for hair coloring. 

2. The hard h^d foil cap of claim 1, wherein said cap is made of plastic, foam, or 
rubber, or waterproof fabric. 

The hard heacl foil cap of claims 1 or 2, wherein the slits are configured in two 
or more orientations. 

The hard head Voil cap of claim 1 or 2, wherein the slits have length in the 
range of 1" to 4" ^nd width in the range of 1/64" to 

5. The hard head foil\cap of claims 1 or 2, wherein said slits are zigzag shaped. 

6. The hard head foil ^ap of claims 1 or 2, wherein the slits are spaced apart with 
spacing in the range\of to 2". 

7. The hard head foil cab of claims 1 or 2, wherein the slits are reinforced by one 
of the group selected l^fom stitching the slits and adding thicker plastic around 
the slits. 

8. The hard head foil cap oAclaims 1. or 2, wherein the slits are configured in a zip 
lock fashion such that the^lit can be partially closed to tighten the slit upon the 
shank of the hair. 

9. A hard head foil cap, comprising: 

a. a head cap, wherein sjaid cap is made of plastic, foam, or rubber, or 
waterproof fabric; and 

b. a plurality of long narrovJi slits cut into the head cap such that shanks of 
hair can be pulled through any such slit, and wherein the slits are 
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configured in two or more orientations, wherein the slits have length in 
the lange of 1" to 4" and width in the range of 1/64" to Vi", and wherein 
the slits are spaced apart with spacing in the range of to 2". 

10. The hard head foil cap of claim 9, wherein said slits are zigzag shaped. 

11. The hard heaffl foil cap of claims 9 or 10, wherein the slits are reinforced by one 
of the group selected from stitching the slits and adding thicker plastic around 
the slits. \ 

12. The hard head foil cap of claim 9, wherein the slits are configured in a zip lock 
fashion such that the slit can be partially closed to tighten the slit upon the 
shank of the hair. \ 

1 3. A method of treatira hair, comprising steps of: 

a. Placing a head cap over the hair of the person whose hair is to be 
colored, wheVein said cap is made of plastic, foam, or rubber, or 
waterproof fairic, wherein said cap is provided with a plurality of long 
narrow slits cut into the head cap such that shanks of hair can be pulled 
through any such slit for hair coloring, and wherein the slits are 
configured in tv\\D or more orientations, wherein the slits have length in 
the range of 1" t\) 4" and width in the range of 1/64" to and wherein 
the slits are spacld apart with spacing in the range of 14" to 2"; 

b. Pulling shanks of \a\r through said slits; 

c. Treating said hair ^ank by coloring, frosting, foiling, bleaching or dying; 
and \ 

d. Repeating steps (b) tnrough (c) until the hair is the treatment is done. 

14. The method of coloring hair of claim 1 3, wherein said slits are zigzag shaped. 

15. The method of coloring hair of claims 13 or 14, wherein the slits are reinforced 
by one of the group selected Vom stitching the slits and adding thicker plastic 
around the slits. 
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16. The method of coloring hair of claim 13, wherein the slits are configured in a 
zip lock rashion such that the slit can be partially closed to tighten the slit upon 
the shank of the hair. 

1 7. A head cap made from the process consisting of: 

a. CuttingVa plurality long narrow slits along the sides of a hair cap, 
wherein ^aid slits with length between 1" and 4" and width between 
1/64" and V/; and 

b. Cutting a plurality of long narrow slits around the top of a hair cap, 
wherein saia slits have length between 1" and 4" and width between 


1/64" and %' 
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
